From this habtt of tacking the diminutive 
ending ico or fico on nearly everything, neigh- 
boring countries hive nicknamed Costa Ricans 
Ticas, 

Small in area and pwopulation—less than 
three-quarters of a million people live in the 
whole country—Ticoland is big in its ideals, 
its working democracy (men must vole or 
may a fine), its concept of live and let live. 

Smallness ancl equality apply even to the 
national territery, Distributed widely amang 
small farmers, the Jind has produced a: self- 

reliant yeomanry with a motto of “a few 
acres and independence.” 

Typical Central Plateau farmers cwn their 
land and home and raise coffee, corn, and 
vegetables, These, together with a yoke of 
oxen and the famed “singing” oxcart of the 
country, make up the countryman’s riches.

(Colonists, Not Conquerors 


Colonists, not conquerors, settled Costs 
Rican, Spain soon learned that the namé 
“Rich Coast” was misleading so far as abun- 
dance of gold was concerned. Get-rich-quick 
characters moved on to vellower pastures. 
Hard-working settlers, who found their gold in 
the fertile soil and benign climate of the land, 
remained, From these descended the homo- 
geneous, light-skinned prepulation of toelay. 


Tices venerate education and learning, 
Commonly you will hear them say, “We have 
more teachers than soldiers" —and they have. 
Stundards for teachers wre high, and the prin 
jesor holds 9 position of respect in the com- 
mLeity, 

High literacy has helped create a mumerous 
white-collar class, where women compete with 
men, Tieos like to say, “We have no ex- 
tremely rich of extremely poor, Here no one 
starvirs.” 


Where Coffee Is King 


Three-quarters of all Costa Ricans live in 
the year-round spring of the Central Platean, 
4 50-mile-long valley that averages 3,000 feet 
above sea level. 

Here, as in most of highland Central 
America, coffee is king (Plates TT, XV, 
AWHIL). Hot const lands produce bananas, 
Gieno, aback, bardweuls, and rubber, 

Costa Rica even has ‘a miniature Texas of 
beef catie and plaitns in the northwest corner 
of the Republic, along the Nicaraguan frontier 
(Plate NIV). 

Situnted where North America narrows to 
form the Panamanian Bthmus before plunging 
inte. South America, the country straddles a 
botanical dividing line. Plant life of both 
continents meets here (map, page 412), 

Botanists find the number and variety of 
nlunts fantastic.

Strollers who do not to to the movies ust- 
ally cross the street to a combination tearoom, 
resturant, and cabaret to dine and dance 
amid decorations taken from motifs of Spain 
und Cota Rica, Among the hatter are ox- 
curt wheels and oxen yokes; flanking pamted 
stnnvas from Juliin Marchenas poem, “The 
Romance of the Oxcarts.” 


Coy Oxecarts Must “Sing” 


In the painted oxcart of Costa Rica the 
legends, folklore, ancl national pride of the 
country come together, The pay vehicles 
evmbolize the sentiment ond love of beauty 
of the Ticos (Plates AVI, ATA). 

Each part of the country has its favorite 
Uesign ond color, but all carts must “sine — 
that is, they must rattle in a certain way -as 
they roll. Cartmukers select carefully sea- 
soned wool and painstakingly adist end piay 
of wheels on the axles 50 that the resonant 
rattling and clapping may suit the driver. 

Friends urged me to go to the town of 
Sirchi, where they said T could see the best 
examples of oxcart in the muking. There I 
talked with Joaquin Chayern, from whose 
ship have come prizewinners in réetent axcart 
competitions, 





“Years ago,” he told me, “people Were satis: 
hel if their carts were merely loud: now. they 
insist ona clear, ringing sound. My futher, 
a long time ago, wed to make wheels only 
of soil mohoguny. They had no fame fat 
sound, but they were eternal.” 

since muihorany anid other large-+linmeter 
irees, such aa guanicaste, ate now relatively 
scarce, makers build up their apparently solid 
wheels of 16 wertes, usually of white or 
yellow allivator wood, present-day favorites 
[page 446). When struck, wheels: made of 
these woods ring sharply, like the key of a 
nmiarimlya, 

Country people boast that they can tell 
who is approaching at night, ancl at a distance, 
by the sound of his. cart, To them every cart 
has a voire as individual as: that of its owner.

(Costa. Ricans are early risers, carts coming 
into the city with produce every morning

Dairy Forms on Central Plateau 


Past [razu we flew, over Cartago, Cesta 
Rica s second city, Dairy fatms and coffee 
plantations surround the city, and the neat 
rectangles of the tree-bordered pastures slant 
up the mountamsides. Dark patches of 
closely knit trees and shrubs mark the coffre 
Plantations, which need protection from the 
direct sun 

But of all this you see nothing If you fly 
over the Republic just before the rains begin 
in May. Then farmers burt of serub anc 
weeds in ther fiekls, and the smoke of the 
burnings blankets the land in an impenetrable 
pall, 

Your airplane will fly on instrumeénts ns you 
climb, until all at once you come out on tap 
and emerge inte clear blue sky as suddenly as 
f you had passed through a door, Below lies 
the smoke, solid and dirty grav, its top cut 
off as smmothly as if sliced by a machete.

This not only means that a vital link tn the 
Inter-American Highway has been finished: 
it alsh opens up a whole fertile section of Casta

crisscrossed with cuts. Jerking her head, the 
quetzal began to torn the front end for end, 
trving to get the small em! pointing inwartd, 
She worried with it for about a minute, then 
with an upward jerk she got it down, the fruit 
making a lump that moved slawly down her 
throat. 

We watched for about twenty minutes while 
the bird sat, feathers fluffed out, digestis 
the ticibit, Suddenly she opened her | 
and up canie the shiny red pip, clean as a 
china nest eee, and fell to the grownd, 

All day we wateled and nade motion pic- 
tures of quetzals, using 4 telephute lens, while 
two men held a poncho over the camera. 

Late in-the day the birds began returning 
with increasing frequency lo certain trees and 
io whistle o single clear melancholy note. 
“They're choosing their sleeping places;” Al- 
berte whispered, 

At last the quetazals censed flving about, 
and only the liquid whistles, sounding like 
something out of Greece Mansions, sued from 
the sodden Lrees, 

It grows dark with a leap in Central Amver- 
ica, and [ stumbled as I followed Alberto 
und fusmn up the hill, Underfoot, writhing 
lominous fireworms wrote a blue-green short- 
hand in the darkness, 

Tree a Quetzal Dormitory 

When. we felt our way to.a tree we had 
spotted as a quetzal dormitory, Alberto eau- 
tiously switched on his flashlight, throwing the 
beam upward, In the circle of light. shone 
the red breast of a quetzal that slept with its 
head turned back on its shoulder, not ten 
feet off the ground, 

Alberto passed] me the flashlight; 1 held 
the bird focused in the beam while he fitted 
together the jointed pole that carried two 
black. nels fastened to hoops. Slowly raising 
the V-shaped net until it was only a few 
inches below the bird, Alberto suddenly gave 
it an upward thrust and the bird tumbled into 
one of the nets (page 445), 

That night we captured three; one Alberto 
cuuht with his hare hands, 

Alberto’s: quetzals eat the actual quizarrd 
fruit for the first week or two or a similar 
kind culled ira. Several farm hands keep 
busy gathering fruits from trees all over the 
mountainside. Then Alberto weans the birds. 
Making a paste of sweet potato, plantain, 
ego shells, Poblum, and other ingredients, be 
rolis the mixture into little balls an, removing 
the seed from the split fruit, stuffs the paste 
inte the cavity. 

The birds cheerfully eat the stuffed quisarré 
for some time, until finally they are given 
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little balls of the poste alone. Ocensional bits 
nf omest replace the insects in their maitural 
diet, In this way Alberto has kept quetzals 
thriviny for more than two yours, 

Some of the birds Alberto bands and re- 
leases; others he sends to soos. 

Large-seale Bonona Growing 

After coffee, bananas. have nlways been 
Costa Rica's big export, The United Fruit 
Company first started [ts lorve-scule banana- 
rowing operations in Costa Rica, For years 
Limon, in the ¢ast coast, tapped mo ovast aren 
of level banana farms, & world of railway 
spurs, rail cars, ane heavy rains. * 

About a decade ago sigatoka, or cercospora 
leaf spot, began to make infouwls on the or- 


derly plantations, but Fonama disease, the big 


problem, was already there, So heavy was 


‘damage from both that today bienana srowing 


on a big seale has virtually died out on the 
Caribbean side, The industry has moved to 
the Pacific, 

To see the original area, familiarly known 
to. Ticos as “the Line.” To rode down to the 
port with chief engineer (Charies Averre in @ 
Chevrolet mounted on the tails, 

The railroad to Limen. clings to the side 
of the deep ravine made hy the Reventazin 
River. Largest river entirely within the coun. 
trv it briwls, white-foamed and shallow, over 


a rocky bed which precludes navigation. Cor 


miorants fish from its boulders and mwes-fes-

Abaca, or Manila hemp, belongs to the 
barons family, but resists diseases of the 
fruit plant. Mantings in this urea total -sev- 
eral thousand aeros; all come from original 
cuttings set out in 1925 in Panama. 

Four countries of Central America planted 
ahacd at World War H's beginning. Crsta 
Rica now has the largest sinyle block of abacd 
Wanting in'‘Central America; Panama has the 
largest plantation (Mate XII). 

Like the banana, abucad grows from a piece 
of rootstock set into the ground. Workers 
cut the thickest of the broged-leafed steme, 
peel off outer layers; then pass the stalls 
through a series of rollers, which squeeze anil 
scrape off the green pulp, leaving only the 
Lough, yellowish fibers. Dried in hot-air ovens, 
the fibers go inte bales for shipment to cordage 
plants,

ee i this is it! Here's what 
t Tonkis it all worth while!” 
The pilot shouted at me over his 


shoulder as he pulled the H-25 out of its dive 
and leveled off a hunclred feet above the dozen 
waving men on the ground, Foreshartened 
figures stood beside the cluster of buildings 
and antenna poles at Walrus Bay, remotes! 
U.S. Anny weather-radio station in Green- 
land. 

The plane banked sharply to line up for 
the first “bomb run” over the camp. 

Our “eggs” were 16 bags of mail, gifts, fresh 
food, and technical supplies. I crawled back 
through the narrow tunnel to the body of the 
plane to help drop them out of the belly hatch 
to the eager men 

This was March, 1045, They had received 
no mail here since before Christmas. 

As the plane “dragged” the camp, just above 
the tips of the radio poles, the pilot shouted 
“Let ‘er go!” over the interphone to the radio 
operator, who, earphones in place, straddled 
the square opening in the floor. One at a time 
we pusher] the fat sacks through the small 
hatch, We both jumped on each bag, holding 
tight to the sides of the plane, until it dropped 
owt, like a cork from an upturned bottle. 

If we looked quickly, we could see the boys 
erinning up at us from the snowy ground. 
This was the pay-off, for all of us, The pilot 
was tight. What a reward to see: the look of 
joy on thase upturmmed faces! 


A Spectacular but Lonely Lond 


Here was a tiny outpost of U, 5, military 
society, 500 miles north of the nearest Ameti-

The blond Danes and tawny Greentanders 
who watched the gray “invasion” ships steam 
up their fjords in July and August, 1941, were 
mighty glad the masthead breezes flapped the 
Stars and Stripes and not the black swastika 
of Nazi Germany. 

Comdr, Donald B. MacMillan worked in 
Greenland during the war on Navy air sur- 
vevs, The late Capt. Bob Bartlett, mourned 
by all devotees of the North, took his famous 
schooner Effie Af, Morrissey up both coasts 
of the isiand on inspection and maintenance 
voyages for the 0, S. Army.* 

Capt, Eddie Rickenbacker and Gen, Carl 
Spaatz were in the vanguard of famous add- 
visors and visitors to Greenland. Bernt Bal- 
chen, Admiral Byrd's chief South Pole -pilot, 
commanded the big airbase at Sondre Strgim- 
fiord, above the Arctic Circle, 

T spent 25 months in Greenland, most of 
the time at the main base, Narsarssuak, 2s 
an oftter in the Army Air Forces Weather 
Service (map, page 459). 

To Gls It Was “Groanland" 

Despite Greenland'’s startling medley of 
jagged peaks, ice-jammed fiords, crawling 
glaciers, and cold blue seas, most of the thou- 
sunds of soldiers and sailors stationed there 
found the duty pretty dull, 

(als were quick to seize on the aptness, from 
their point of view, of the Danish spelling for 
their colony, “Grinland”: : with feeling, the 
homesick soldier called it “Groanland.” 

A few of us had a better time of it, because 
our work allowed us to learn something of the 
real Greenland, away from the military in-

Why were United States armed forces sta- 


tioned in the Damsh colony of Greenland? 

Because after September, 1939, it became 
clear that the island held a key strategic po- 
citian. Its huge bulk was anchored halfway 
hetween the United States and Europe on a 
preat-circle course, thrusting an icy Inbe south- 
ward toward the busiest transoceanic air and

So it was that throughout the summer of 
1941, from early July until the close of navi- 
tation, deep laden gray ships, shepherded by 
sletk naval craft, off-loaded at Narsarssuak 
(populerly called BW-1) and other selected 
spots, then went back for more (Flates IV. V). 

Thus bases were established which frus- 
trated any énemy ambitions to gain Greéen- 
land footholds from which to bomb America, 
of from which to send out submurme wolf 
nacks to cut Allied shipping lanes to the south. 


Thus airstrips were laid down which provided 
temporary havens for thousands of Europe- 
bound sircraft and welcomed scjuadrons of 
planes homeward bound after V-E Day. 


Hazards to Flying 


But first, before facilities attained peak 
operatian, came months, even years, of the 
hardest kind of work in the ruggedest imagi- 

nable setting, A hazard to flying the island's 
skyways Was its awe-inspiring landscape, pok- 
in needlelike peaks and humping its icy hack 
thousands af feel into an often cloudy sky. 

Radio ranges and other radio aids to aerial 
navigation had to be constructed, Coastal 
navigation wis treacherous because af rock: 
rimomal, icejammed seas, clutching toward 
passing ships with jagged cape and reef, with 
unvielding pack ice and silent, deadly iceberr. 
Radio beacons were needed, Radar had to 
be installed in shins. 

Of equal importance was the urgent need 
to build and man an extensive chain of weather 
stations, both observing and forecasting, 2 
Widely os possible throughout the island ( Plate 
1}, The man who did this, in the face of 
many obstacles, was Maj. Robert B. Sykes, 
Jr,, my boss in Greenland, 

ace) for a few hondred Danes, the 20,000 
people in the dog-waopging colonial tail of 
Denmark -are Greenlanders, concentrated on 
the more accessible weet coast. These natives, 
a mixture of Eskimos and whites, live by seal- 
ing, walrus hunting, and fishing. Around 
Scndre Sirgmijord some hunt caribou; during 
the war musk ox, protected in peacetime, 
supplemented the diet at Scoresbysund (inne 
mcans “scund'’) A few make boats, mine 
coal, amt) work in weather stations. 

An otder issued to all troops, based on an 
apreement reached between the Greenland Ad- 
ministration and the United! States Govern- 
ment, placed all mative settlements off limits 
to American forces, 

This regulation worked 2 hardship on Amer- 
ican trodps in ane respect: many Gls and 
gobs spent as much as two years in Greenland 
and never visited, or even viewed, a Greenland 
village. Some never even saw a Greenlaniler. 

At a lew outposts an exception was made, 
and our personnel were allowed the freedom 
of local settlements because of the proximity 
of the stations to towns, 

Because Greenland’s own weather net was 
lmked with the Army's system, inspection 
teams of Army weather and radio men were 
authorized to visit towns where Danish 
weither stations were situated. Several of 
our officers and enlisted men became good 


Americans 


friends of local colony managers and other 
Danish families in the coast towns, such a3 
Godthaah (the capital), Julinnehoab, Suokker- 
toppen, Holsteinsbore, Godhavn, 
scoresbysund, and others (Plate XIV}, 

One bright August day T had to inspect the 
Nirsak weather station, perched on a rocky 
cape 2 iew hours’ boat trip from Nursarssuak. 
We roared down the fjord in a rescue crash 
boat, Playing hide and seek with bergs and 
ice pans, After delivering food and mail to 
the soldiers at the weather station and com- 
pleting our inspections, we motored around 
the point to the village of Narenk to pay our 
respects to the mayor and the chief policeman. 


sheep Groxe ncar Glacier-topped Mountain 


Norak occupies a dramatic site on a strait 


between two fjords, Tt stands on rassy 
knolls, which grazing sheep keep clipped like 
city lawns. A glacier-crowned mowtain 


towers. behind the town. 

Qur cratt nosed gingeciy into the narrow 
harbor between hue foundered bergs whose 
melting flanks shone in the afternoon stn 
as if lit from. withm. Catching sight of our 
launch, villagers abandoned their boats, quit 
domestic carpentry, dropped drums of ‘nil, 
trooped out of houses, put aff whateter they 
wete doing, and ton toward the stone whurtf. 

By the time we were tied up; the whole 
population seemed to have assembled on the 
pier, crowding each other to stand at the very 


edie, laughing ‘and gossiping among them- 
selves. Thev waved gaily and we waved back. 


Tiny children peered at us from between the 
mens legs or from behind their mothers’ skirts, 
Grinning broadly, some of the reception 
committee manized an accented “Hello,” 
“How are vou,” or an irrelevant “OK,” 

Bright colors predominated in the women's 
clothing; few were without a red sweater, a 
checked blouse or skirt, green stockings, or a 
Howered dress, Most of the men wore dork 
trousers, an old sweater or shirt, and sealskin 
Auonks ( boots), 

The Danish “chief of police” and the Green- 
lander mayor met us on the path. Our buat- 
ness done, we were free to wander at will 
around the polychrome village, 

Prominent buildings—well-built houses, 
church, school, and warehouse—were painted 
In postcard colors: rich red, dark green, lemon 
yellow, orange, or blue. From a little dis- 
tance they resembled toy houses. Some 
homes had yards enclosed in whitewashed 
fences, alten with neat veretable gardens. 

Wo bush had been left in the town, but the 
close-cropped grass was like a Carpet every:

School had let out when we trooped into 
Narsalk's modern echoolhouse, It had several 
rooms, blackboards, junior-size chairs and 
desks. Here Greenlander children learmed to 
read and write their language (Flate XIV), 
We were unguided, so Don and I sat at two 
desks while Chuck tutored his two “pupils” 
in the additians and subtractions left on the 
beard, 

Nowadays an illiterate Greenlander is rare 
incleed.,

built the Narsak church, It is a-gem, The 
style is Scandinavian, the effect chaste and 
simple, clean, cool, and restful. White paint 
and mahogany stain, shiny brass and spot- 
lees altar, clean windows and carved Umbers 
merge in a memorable house of peace and 
worship. 

We entered one fine home with varnished 
floors, imported furniture, new drapes at the 
windows, and pictures on the walls. We also 
visited a stone and sod hut with boards for 
i bedstead, boxes for chairs and tables, broken 
with , and a door that wouldn't close. 
Even in this remote hamlet, prosperity and 
poverty were neighbors. 

Two girls seemed to be the town flirts; their 
grandfathers would not have recognized them. 
They wore heavy lipstick, city shoes, and 
cotton stockings, and smoked cigarettes in a 
manner intended to be smart. They were 
listening to on old phonograph grind out 
antedated European jazz. We sat down be- 
side them and they served us tea. 


Raw Turnips Treat for Children 


Strolling toward the dock, we noticed an 
old fellow working: in his fenced-in vegetable 
garden. Three or four children played at 
his back. Every now and then the man 
pulled up a turnip and added it to a small 
pile. 

Outside the garden gate a crowd of women 
and children lounged on a parklike square. 

The gardener’s children frequently threw a 
few turnips to the people over the fence. 
Shrieking and laughing, the “outside” young- 
sters fought for them, The mothers snatched 
the earth-coated turnips from their offspring, 
produced knives from pockets of their skirts, 
peeled the vegetables, and handed them to 
the children to eat raw. 

As our boat pulled off into the bay, a some- 
what reduced crowd cheerfully waved goud- 
hive. An old man cleaning a batch of trout 
beside the wharf didn’t even look up. 

A matter-of-fact message from Prins Chris- 
tians Sund came to my desk early in the fall 
of 1945. ‘The garrison of that outpost was 
restraining under armed guard two unheralded 
visitors whose first view of the camp was along 
the barrel of an Army rifle. They lacked 
adequate identification. Would we clarify the 
matter with Greenland Bose Command ani 
forward a radio O.K. if their guests’ presence 
was legitimate? 

T learned that the strangers were a fully 
authorized map survey party. But because 
the Prins Christians weather station had not 
been warned to expect the two scientists, they 
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might have “enjoyed” a sharp welcome from 
a .d0-caliber hug, 

How the Germans were bested in “the battle 
af northeast Greenland” already hos been de- 
scribed in magazines and newspapers, What 
tempted the Germans primarily to Greenland 
was trailer. 

Reports transmitted from the vicinity of 
Eskimanes antl northward most definitely 
give German planners considerable help in 
enticinattie Allied bombing strikes on the 
Continent. In addition, warnings from the 
Arctic aided the foe to plan submarine attacks 
for periods of good weather in the Allied ship- 
ping Lares. 

If these foothelds had been secured, mete- 
orological data from them, tuken with other 
available information, might have given the 
tip-oif on TD) Day in Normandy. 

The roll call of German weather stations 
captured, rifled of equipment, or destroyed 
in east Greenland totaled at least four (page 
463). Add to that German sealers and arinied 
trawlers put out of action (two were seized 
as prizes, two wete scuttled by the enemy, 
and one was demolished by the Coast Guard) 
and the success of the counterattack against 
the invading Germans is clear. 

Because access to the enemy-occumied area 
was ly sea, it was natural that the U.S. Coast 
Guard played the decisive role in the actual 
assaults on the German positions.* U. 3. in- 
fantry troops, however, formed part of the 
expedition to Shannon Island. 


Balchen Flics Agoin 

One German station on Sabine Island was 
bombed and strafed by planes af the U. 5. 
AAF under Col. Bernt Balchen. And on land 
the tireless Greenland Sledge Patrol, made 
up of expert Danish hunters under the com- 
mand of Capt. Niels Jensen, snooped by dog 
sled ovet-a vast area. of country. They spotted 
enemy activities for our forces, setting in 
motion the plans for effective counterblows, 

Select items of German food stores brought 
hack from captured stations to Narsarssunk 
somehow found their way to our barracks. 
So fruit we had from America tasted more 
delicious than the succulent Hungarian plums, 
swimming in thick, sugary syrup, that were a 
sample of choice canned goods the Nazis sent 
to nourish their Arctic weather spies 

German quartermasters would have snaried 
in anger had they guessed that delectable 
Norwegian sardines, packed in rich Spanish

Wild winds, fantastic landscape, the very 
existence of the icecap and the pack ice, have 
lel to nicknaming Greenland a “weather fac- 
tory,” “birthplace of Europe's weather,” and 
“breeding grownd of North Atlantic storms.” 
Such haif-truths oversimplify the problem of 
the origins of weather. 

Actually North Athintic—and Greenland— 
Weather at any moment tesults from meteor 
clogical processes that did not “orjvinate” any- 
where, but which, rather, have been constantly 
working on the atmosphere in its vast, pon- 
derous movement from west to east. 


A “Switch Gate” for Storm 


Greenland's geographical position, its stu- 
pendous topormiphy, and the character of the 


ooein that washes its shores do strongly in- 


Nuence weather in its environment, The 
island is a mighty “switch gate” in the North 
Atlintic, diverting some storms up its west 
comst an] sending others extward toward 
Iceland and north Europe. 

United States Army and Danish weather 
reports and! forecasts from Greenland pro- 
vided, god still provide, valuable data for 
North Athintic fying, These data supple- 
ment similar reports and forecasts from 
Labrador, Newfoundland, and Teeland. 

Greenland filled what would have been, for 
lack of it, an embarrassing blank spot in North 
Atlintic weather coverage. 

In Greenland, as everywhere overseas, the 
suldiers’ spirits soared or ebbed in direct pro- 
portion to the frequency of mail delivery. 
Everyone kept an eye cocked ut the sky. Tf 
the sun shone we might get mall: if the day 
was bacd—well, another zero went on the 

The barometer of morale thus paralleled 
the rise and fall of the mercury at the weather 
stution. Our men gtew accustomed to the 
endlessly repeated query, “Will a plane get 
inteday?” Tf-a bad spell persisted, we would 
overhear ‘good-natured mutterings: “Let's 
requisition a new weather department.” 

A job that engrossed everyone, including 
the men assigned to perform it, was clearing 
the snow off the runway. Hardly hada storm 
stunted sifting white flakes over the land than 
out would roar the convoy of huge plows to 
play tollow-the-leader up and down the con 
crete, Engineer troops took pride in making 
sure, if a break came in the clouds, that a 
pilot would not have to wait “upstairs” for 
an Open Tuwiy, 


‘chinook, 
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On one point there was agreement: Green- 
land put on a four-star weather shaw, 

Principal in the cast was the mighty forfen 
wind, near relative of the westerm American 
Tt blew, when atmospheric conedi- 
tions were ripe, in mest of the constal teaches 
of southwest Cireenland. 


The Menace of the Foekn 


sometimes the steady blast screamed post 
at 100 miles sin hour, Sometimes it was fickle 
und unpredictable, perhaps whistling by one 
moment ata paltry GO m. p. h. and then suel- 
denly “ringing the bell” with a booming gust 
to 120. A rampant flood of air, it poured over 
and down from the icecan te the seq, 

Everything small that was not tied down 
took off for foreign parts when the foehin let 
loose. Boards peeled off lumber piles like 
fighter planes rising to attack, and sailed 
jortward end over end, a peril to Hfe and 
property. Empty oil drums: flew across the 
airheld, sometimes doing damage and some 
times missing by a whisker tarpets stich os 
hartacks, hungars, parked planes; and strug- 
#ling peclestrians. 

The foehn was a malicious genie that swept 
up sand, gravel, and small stones to hurl them 
with spitefyl vinkence at the works of invading 
man, This abrasive compound of gale anil 
grit pitted vehicle windshields ta Ioak like 
ground glace punctured neat round holes in 
windowpanes, shredded jeep tops, sand-blasted 
buildings, toppled antenna towers, sent men 
to the hespital with inflamed eves and nasal 
puissames. tore small boats from their moorings 
and ground them to pulp on the rocks. 

Once the foehn genie showed a whimeical 
sense of humor. With a hoff and o puff it 
carried away the whole superstructure of a 
rather vital temporary building and sent its 
sole occupant, a certain astonished weather 
man, hustling for shelter, stinging particularly 
eshy portions of his anatomy before he could 
lift and secure protective clothing, 

Phat the fochn came from the icecap, yet 
Dlew warm, puzzled all who didn't koow the 
why and wherefore, 

The air in the fjord at Narsarssuak enmes 
from the east roast and is forced tu rise over 
intervertine terrain to some 8,000 feet, When 
it descend= to sea level avain (because of 
thermelynamic processes) it is warmer anil 
drver than before, Local terrain accounts in 
part for the high wind speeds and the apparent 
wind: direction—portheast. A heavy snow 
might be followed by clear, bitter cold days. 

Then the foehn would come, The tempera- 
ture would jump fram 10° below zero to 40° 
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(lornered on an Ice Floe, a Dripping Polar Bear Turns to Snarl at the Poe

Army records polnt to Prins (Christians 
Suncd, on the island's southern tip, a5 Green- 
land's wind capital. Steady cyclonic winds of 
100 miles per hour, with gusts to 120. were 
[requent at that station, 

Observers had to estimate the force of Prins 
Christians Sunds biggest blow. When the 
anemometer cups on the wind-recording de- 
vice Vanithel in the gule, gust= already were 
topping 125 miles on hour, But the wind, 
showing its sireneih, blew harder, 

When the weather station began to. vibrate 
like ao tuning fork, the men milped their pride 
and scrummed. A rope was strung for a hand- 
rail between weather siailon and barracks, 
The wind carght one man and held him out 


horizontal, Happing like a fag, while he clune 
lo the rope with a desperate prip. 

From the vantage of the better-sheltered 
barracks they estimated extreme steady speeds 
close to 170m. p. h.: the strongest musts, 200 
m. p, h. ‘The weather station survived the 
ordeal, battered but mtuct 

Fichting off one tetrifving northeaster al 
seo, a Const Guard cutter, often running at 
full speed and never under one-third speed, 
mide seven miles in two and sa hall days! 


Caprices of Island Weather 


Extremes and contrasts marked Greenland 
weather. 

Skialdungen measured 50 feet of snowfall 
in one winter, The camp was constracted late 
in the fall. Snow buried a pile of lumber 
which had just been taken off the ship. No 
one remembered where it was. Much of it 
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1 of the Arctic Perhaps they did. We never aeked them 
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Sailors from the North Sea and New 
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In one day freakish weather doused [kateq, 
o few miles below the Arctic Circle, with two 
ood o half inches of raja on December 10, 
1943, Repeating the paradox, in February 
(the coldest month) of that winter, a fénnder- 
storm dumped almost four inches of rain on 
the same base, 

Summers Short but Days Are Long 
Greenland summers are brief, but days are 
so Jong that everything that grows burgess 

swiftly. Grass is thick on the lowlands, even 
lar above the Arctic Circle. Birch shrnihe 
pirsh cut dense and shiny leafage. Wild flowers 
in profusion color the hills (Plate VIT). 

y the wee of gluss-covered growing frames 
most of the Danish settlements take aclvantage 
of the lang hours of summer sunshine and raise 
lettuce, beats, radishes, turnips, carrots, even 
Lomuitors ond peas. 

June and July enveloped us in long, sunny 
evenings that never ended but just merged 
with the sucereding dawns: They were made 
to order for outdewt play, Softball leagues 
ran heavy schedules. Green hills and rocky 
crags echoed with shouts and laughter of 
hikers (Plate VI), 

Where in the winter few puestinnes were as 
popular as “hitting the sack,” on these halcyon 
cuminer days no one went to bed before 
o'clock or midnight. Hiking parties into e 
mountains and picnics along the fjord often 
outiwsted the night. 

After stipper we ised to go fishing for trout 
in the fjord, We also caught them through 
the ice on river pools in winter ond in apen 
streams and ponds in summer. The Green- 
land trout is 2 handsame a fish ancl as stirely 
a fighter as swims. 

On #-calm evening, about 7 o'clock, when 
the fjord, was rippled quicksilver in the sun- 
light and spangled ebony in the shadow of the 
hills, two or three of us would borrow @ canoe 
or skiff and head for a certain rocky point 
where fish alwavs lay. 

If we caught three or four trout, trolling 
slow and deep with jumbo spoons, it was a 
bie night. The fish were fat, lusty fellows, 
averaging three or four pounds and jumping 
clear of the water in scorm of the tackle’s 
weight. 

Ti we caught nothing, it didn't much matter. 
The relaxation of tranquil hours on the bay, 
surrounded by natural beauty rarely equaled 
elsewhere in the workl, was reward enough 
for a few miles’ paddling of rowing. 

Snow. crest golden tn the shinting sunlight, 
a mile-high mountain reared against « mother- 
of-pearl sky to the south. This near-by name- 
leas peak seemed a balance pin on which hung 
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bloe sky and encircling mountain world. From 
eastward, beyond the airteld, a broad glacier, 
spawned by the invisible iceeap, stretched out 
un icy arm toward gur base (pace 455). 
Green-brown hills, Trossach-shaped but tree- 
tess. cornice the view to the north. 

Southwest to the sea stretched the lingpid 
waters of our fjord, the whale path of Beowull 
in a landscape he would have loved. 

Flotillas of blue and white icebergs swam 
majesticully with the tide, From the water's 
eige near ot hand, gross and shrub-clothed 
hills billewed wo to the sky, here green as 
Treland, there grav with moss and rock, anil 
all pied with wild flowers, yellow, blue, white: 
and fed, Flocks. of Greenland sheep graned 
on Slopes above a forbidden hamlet near 
Narsurssumk, 

Scenery Palls—Awuy from Home! 

Yes, Greenliomdl’s suminer beauty is strik- 
ing—but don't try to tell that to. your soldier 
just back from a year and @ half in that Arctic 
ice factory! Few things accentuated GI lone- 
liness like an empty landscape. Scenery palls 
fast, away from home! 

You'd ‘ask a friend in the morning how 
he felt about the new day. Like is not 
he'd ANSWET, “They look a littl closer this 
morming.” Then he might stagger a little, 
thrusting ontwuard with both arms: You knew 
he went crazy—just an |8-month veteran 
making the famillar reference to the hills 
‘closing in.” 

You'd casually glance out the window, an 
induleent smile on your fice, and stuart. Dog 
gone if he wasn't right! 

Most officers and men in Greenland enjoyed 
the benefits (such as they were) of duty at 
one of the main airport bases, Only a few 
hundred were “privileged"’ with assignment 
to one of the isolated or semi-isolated outpost 
stations which chmg to the narrow land 
margin of the island, from Walrus Bay in 

east Greenland around to Egedesminde on the 
west, 

At the main bases services and utilities for 
maintenance and welfare of the troops were 
almest identical with those found at military 
camps in the United States, Narsarssuak hacl 
the hospital, electric power, water supply, and 
sewawe-disposal systems of a fair-sized) Ameri- 
fan town, 

Recreation facilities also largely duplicated 
these found at domestic bases, Only Narsars- 
suak, however, had a Red Cross club complete 
with charming attendants, bowling alleys, and 
a beer and social club, the “Gay Nineties.” 
where buxom chorus “girls” affected feminine 
wiles in lusty local talent shows.

Outpost Hving definitely wat more rinined. 
There was po shortage of yolunteers for iso- 
lated duty, valuta chicily henause men whe 
served tt out 
hitches than their buddies at the bases. 

AL remote satin personnel were relieved 
once a year, July ta October, “These places 
could be reached only by ship: ice cot off 
navigation frim October to July. Planes 
dropped mail ond emergency supplies once 
every month or six weeks. On rare occasions, 
at two or three of these outlying spots, small 
planes on skis landed to evacuate sick soldiers 
or flyers who had crash-landed crippled air- 
craft near hw. 

Normally there was no way for the isolated

during the long winter vigil, As o second-best 
substitute, a svsteni of “radio letters” was put 
into effect. By transmitting groups of muim- 


bers which represented phrases and sentences: 
on lists held both at outposts and at Narsars-.

messares to family ine frientls, which were: 


translated into written form at the base anil 
forwarded. 


Building Strapped to Rocks 


Wooden buildings at outposts were strapped 
to the rock with cables so that winds wouldn't 
blow them, or snows push them, into the sea. 

Apart from his daily shift of weather or 

riiin duties, @ moan “on isolation” never 
caught up with comp chores: There were 
oil drums ta haul up from the shore through 
soit snow ona rickety sled pulled by a cranky 
tractor, Heavy machinery, technical equip- 
ment, and living quarters cried constantly for 
repairs. 

Someone olwaya had to give the cook a 
hand with KP. There was food to bring up 
from the warehouse, snow to melt for water, 
stoves tO clean, clothing to wosh and repair, 


and unsuspected odd jobs by the dozen, always. 


crupapites up when plane ond radio trafic were 
heaviest. 

Everything possible was done to make the 
lot of the isolated men easier and more pleas- 
ant. They had washing machines, 16-nmm, 
motion-picture projectors and films, Arctic 
clothing and equipment suitable to the 
vagaries of weather and occupation, rifles and 
ammunition for hunting, and generous kits of 
games and bodks, 

Each station had a liberal stock of frozen 
fruits, vegetables, and meats, with reefer boxes 
in which to store them. Transpirtation was 
provided for beer, soft drinks, candy, extra 
smoking supplies, and toilet articles, which the 
men purchased according to their wish,

The four weather men, Give radio men, cook. 


and enlisted medical man, who compeased the 


strength OF the average qutpest, were carefully 

acreéncd, both physically and psychologically, 

to determine their suitability for isolated duty. 
Many of the volunteers for these lonely 


assignments graduated from the Arctic Train- 


ing School tun by the Army Air Forces, Men 
whe had been through the roweh-aid-tumble 
of this school were simost cuaranteed to be 
Stable, ucaptable, well-balanced individuals. 

To stand the gaff, our first-rate outpost mon- 
commissioned officer-in-charve had to be a cool 
customer with na nerves. 

Such a leader wrote this casual entry in his 
“Feb, 16. Kharkov recaptured 
by the Russians, Scund full of fee. Varnished 
bookshelves in dayroom.” 

All permanent Greenland outposts were lo- 
cated «nm the coastal land fringe. 

Experimental icecap stations were estal- 
lished, however, by the Base Ice Cap Detach- 
ment. Working back from Comanche Hay, 
this group oof Arctic experts, in addition to 
other valuable research, set up temporary 
weather- observinur stations inland on the great 
ice. Weather observations on the icecap algo 
were recorded by several Army survey parties, 
Including. one that skied to the center of the 
cap in June, 1944, 





Seme Lucky Eseapes 


Lucky éscapes and rescues wete a dime a 
Woven, There was the Britain-bound bomber 


‘crewman who parachuted from his storm- 


tossed plane on al mean oight over the Green- 
land coast. He alighted unharmed on a grassy 
hillside (in a tegion about half water) within 
sight of the Narsarssuak airfield. 

Walking to a Greenlinder villave on the 
fjord, he quickly got a boat ride to the base. 
He disembarked scarcely: ruiilee, 

His plane and fellow crew members landed 
safely at the same field. 

Likewise at sea, Leaving Kap Cort Adelaer 
in Otteber, 2944, the ship Polar Ajarn 
(Polar Bear) was halted by engine trouble, 
A U.S Army officer on deck fancied he saw 
slrange lights flashing from a small island, A 
party took off in the ship's baat and found 
three RCAF flvers huddled, half-frozen, on 
the rocks. Their skipper was from Louisiana: 

Weak from lack of food, they were aleo 
suffering from shock, Two of the three still 
were pursing feet thawed out just the day be- 
fore at the cost of pain that made them scream, 

Soon they were back at Narsarssuak and. 
after treatment, were returned to Canada for 
hoanitalizntion, 


Their story: Eleven days befare, they had 
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crash-landed their bomber 20 miles off the 
coust. They made shore in a rubber dinghy, 
which became their nveager shelter, All the 
food they hid was a few malted-milk tablets, 
aome barley sugar, chewing gum, and choco- 
late bors, To save body heat, the men hud- 
ied tight together, while slest, wind, and 
driving snow bowled about them, 

Once a possible rescue ship glided past and 
several big bombers raced across the sky. 
Neither ship nor planes responded to their 
flares, When they caught sight of the Polar 
Biden they blessed the day for being bright: 
otherwise, there would have been no reflec 
tions from their pocket heliograph. 

When a Flying Fortress came to grief on 
the icecap in August, 1942, the navy blie came 
to the aid of the olive drab ino flying bant, 
a-sturdy, dependable PRY, Lt. (je) -A. ¥. 
Parunak, pilot of the big plane, set his ship 
down on a lake formed by melting snow in o 
hollow of the cap, picked up the stranded 
crew, and beat it for home. 

In the nick of tine. Shortly thereafter, an- 
other plane passing thal way reported that 
the lake bac disappeared. 

In a tangle of tragedy and heroism, disap- 
pearince of one plane led to the crack-up of 
n searching aircraft and the expenditure of 
five months of effort ond the lives of five 
men to save the crew of the second ship. 

One engine smoking, a plane fiying between 
Iceland and Greenland in November, 1442, 
was seen proceeding on a northerly course by 
personnel at Skjoldungen. The plane cras 
hut remained in radio contact with the “out- 
side"—for awhile, It never was found. 

Housekeepind in a Fuselage: 

A number of aircraft set out to find the 
first plane. One of them, a Flying Fortress, 
crashed not far from Comanche Bay. One man 
was seriously injured: others were less badly 
hurt. The crew set up housekeeping in the 
broken fuselage, 

Toiling with the smashed radio, the operator 
after nine days managed to tap out an SOS. 
The position was picked up and rebroadcast. 
A plane from Sondre Stromfjord first found 
the wreckage and dropped supplies. 

From a party of scientists and Arctic ex- 
perts, under Capt. Alan Innes-Taylor, who 
were studying conditions on the icecap near 
Comanche Bay, Lt. Max H, Demorest and 
Set. Don T. Tetley were dispatched by motor 
sled to the crash scene. Afoot, Demorest 
reached the plane, but in an attempl to bring 
up his motor sled the vehicle broke through 
a snow bridge and fell into a 140-foot 
(revasse, carrying the officer to his death. 
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Meanwhile, the Coast Guard cutter Morth- 
land sent out its small amphibian plane to 
notempt a rescue. Locating the downed B-17, 
Li. John A, Pritchard, Jr., pilot, skillfully 
landed his craft-on the icecap, His ship could 
carry out only two of the injured at once. 
Two were selected, and the plane took off. 

Pushing his luck. Pritchard retirned to the 
wrecked plane next day, took off with one more 
of the Army men in thickening weather, and 
vanished into the fog and snow. Wreckage of 
the plane was found but no trace of the crew. 
Pritchard and his two companions apparently 
had been able to walk owiky from the crack-up 
but wete unable to reach help. 

Fifth fatality in the protracted rescue was 
Pvt. Clatence Wedel. While attempting to 
remove one of the injured plane crew by motor 
sled to the coust, he—as did Lieutenant 
Demorest—fell to his death in a crevasse: 

Saddened but undiscouraged by this new 
mishap, Col, Bernt Balchen came up with a 
daring plan to rescue the stranded party. 
He stigzested landing and taking off big PRY 
(Catalina) flying boats on the icecap snow, 

The Navy offered full cooperation and twa 
PBYs. Lt. Bernard W. Dunlop, ‘by three 
successful landings of his big flying beat on 
the icecap between February and April, 1943, 
at last took off all the remaining crash victims. 

Speaking of luck, we are fortunate in hay- 
ing the accompanying color illustrations by 
John E, Schneider. In the spring of 1944, 
Schneider was an Army weather observer near 
KRulusuk, east Greenland. He was levine, 
the hydrogen generator shack (hydrogen for 
upper-air balloons had to be manufactured at 
eich station) and had just reached the door 
when the shack blew up. The blast hurled 
hint 30 feet through the air and set him down 
hard, singed but unhurt. 

Every day at Narsarssuak T used to walk 
from my barracks to our office. One brilliant 
morning in September, 1945, soon alter. cele- 
brating both V-) Day and my second anni- 
versary in Greenland, | strode along enjoying 
the autumn scene. 

The powerful roar of engines cut through 
my reverie, A “Big Charlie,” as we dubbed 
the C-34 transport plane, poised briefly at the 
head of the runway. Then with a flourish it 
swung into its take-off rm and roared down 
er ‘concrete, westward toward America. 

I stopped. Greenland's charms? They 
vanished from my thoughts. In fancy | was 
on that ship, now climbing fast to the horizon. 
Instinctively I looked at my watch. Yes! It 
was high time I went bome, 

A month later I got my wish.

Jewish city will ask vou wistfully if it doesn't 
remind you of Paris, 

In honor of modem Palestine's chief patron, 
the late Baron Edmond de Rothschild, an 
effort was made to lay oot Tel Aviv after the 
manner of Paris, but it doesn't quite come off 
(page 512). Tel Aviv is white and shining. 
new and ultramodern, with little of the mellow, 
age-softened beauty of the French capital.* 


Shrine of Three Great Faiths 


Palestine today—as it has been through the 
ages to men of Christian, Moslem, anc Jew- 
ish fuith—is all things to millions of people. 
Each lithe group of nationals strives desper- 
ately: to plant here the best seeds of the culture 
they left behind them, to seein this new |ut 
eternally old country something of the. kunils 
from which they came. 

Being American, | may be pourdoned, then, 
for concluding that Palestine is, in a broad

This dual character of present-ilay Palestine 
derives from the fact that it i still a pioneer 
country, but a pioneer country of the 20th 
century in which ox-drawn pliowshires have 
given Way to tractors and the tempo of de- 
velopment is swift, certain, and scientifie.7

Reminders of California 

Like the pioneer United States; Palestine is 
dependent primarily upon agriculture, Ter 
haps a century separates it from the United 
States of today. Also, like the United States, 
it drew its moder immigrants from almost 
every country of the Obl World. Tt is 
particularly fortunate, however, in that its 
Old World immigrants looked to the New 
World for certain methods of agriculture, and 
particularly to Californin (page 513). 

This is not strange, for in certain aspects. of 
climate and topography the Holy: Leend, al- 
though only about the size of Vermont, & 
Closest to Calituenia, Allowing for the fact 
that the vegetation of California & much less 
disturbed after 150 years of settlement than 
is that of Palestine after 1,500 vears of in- 
tensive cultivation during Biblienl times and 
L300 vears of comparative neglect after the 
Arab conquest, the natural vegetation of the 
two is very similir.

They found the native Arab hen o scrawny 
fowl, delivering an average of 70 small eggs 
per year, but by crossing her with Lezhorns 
thew hod produced a larger lien which aver- 
aged 150 large eggs per year. 

But the basic crop at Gan Shenuel was 
citrus fruit (page 506). In [926 settlers 
started planting the Shamuuli orange, a native 
variety af very high quality which they im- 
proved with new methods of cultivation. 

Three vears later, after sending one of their 
people to ‘California to study citriculture there, 
they introduced the Washington navel andl 
the Valencia.

Case histories are Kept on each tree under 
different types of cultivation. This past sinm- 
mer Gin Shemuclites gave op the ditch 
type of icrigation to employ the method of 
overhead spray, which js used to a certain 
extent ih some California arenas, 

since the country is almost identical with 
that around Los Anjeles, anc site long rows 
of beehives, a3 in California, are kept tear 
the groves for orange honey, the fields of 
Gan Shemuel seem really like California. 

The fields of the-settlement extend now far 
bevund the original stockathe, which still stands 
with its watchtowers at each comer af the 
high barbed-wire fence. 

At the time of my visit, ] wae told that not 
alnce the disturbances of 1934 had. the towers 
heen manned, although the buildings of the 
seitlement are all within the barbed wire ex- 
cept for the ber house ond a vegetable-sorting 
shed near the fields:

Inside the compound there are also 4 
community dining room where all acults eat: 
d nursery school with dining room and. bed- 
rooms where young children ore kept: -a 
secondary school with dining room and bed- 
roams where older children ‘tay: a crit 
munity laundry where each colomist turns in 
his clothes once each week and draws fresh 
laundered clothes; a Thrary ane! community 
Prise, 

This organization of the community was 
adopted to permit the most intensive cultiva- 
tion of the soil, since Palestine is s9 small, 
It enables the largest number of colonists to 
exist on the minimum aniount of barn, 

Although most of the farmers come from 
other walks of life, they seem to find in work- 
ing the ao a happiness seldom seen else- 
gadis. and if money 7s an-evil, it is an evil 
from which these people do not suffer. 

Even during the war, when their crops, 
except honey, brought na income, they were 
assured of endugh food through their. own 
laber, while the income from (heir hives pro- 
Vided needed manufactured products,

The one phase of organization which draws 
the mest criticistn from visiturs if the =em-

My friend's voice faded away and I wnder- 
sti. 

How for away snd romantic is the very 
name of Afghanistan! Surely, dangerous ad- 
venture must lie bhevond Khyber Pass, 

Long a buffer State between the Lion and 
the Bear, Afghanistan is important in the af- 
fairs of the United Nations (map, page 521). 

The nation wed to be a closed land, a 
honeycomb of diverse tribes. confitred in iso- 
lated valleys, a country jealous of its: independ- 
ence, suspicious of change, true to Iskaim, lack- 
ing the woman's touch, 

Now Afghanistan is educating its youth, 
building new roads, turning its wide caravan- 
saries into trick shelters, draping the tight 
curls of karakul about miladv’s back, and 
scaring supercilious camels with the honk of 
moter horns, 

I wanted to see what the vears had done 
to this virile, mountain-cut land since it spread 
its carpeels of hospitality and poured its green 
tea of refreshment for us members of the Ci- 
trofn-Haardt Expedition across Asia in the 
hot summer of 1931." 

From Peshawor there were two ways to 
reach Kabul. For $00 one could thread 
the Khyber in a comfortable private car to 
soften the bumps ond sinkholes of the road, 
and spend the night, as the Mogul emperors 
did, at Nimla, near the garden of Shah Jahan. 

Then, fed and rested, one would zigzag up 
to the Latuband Pass-and coast down to the 
rich vallevs and castellated mountainsides 
which provide a spectacular setting for Kabul. 


To Kabul in the Afghan Mail 


Choosing a harder, better way, I rode to 
Kabul in the Afghan Mail. For 24 heures, 
with battered back and bruised shins, 1 con- 
ditioned myself to a humble land where com- 
fort is scorned, where ease is an effeminacy, 
ar] where hospitality is without price. 

We were twenty men crowded into one 
ereaky bus, with our obese bedding rolls 
perched on the roof. Some of my companions, 
long since inured to canter or camel pitch, 
hung out of the windows in the throes of ear

sickness; Then they spread their blankets, 
slipped out of their shoes, faced toward 
Mecca, and praved. 

Ignoring their own discomforts, they did 
all they could to make my way pleasant. 

An Afghan in a Cornell Jersey 

When I bought two seate—! wanted room 
for Gof4 hips—t had lingering regrets at my 
decision to go by bus. Hit when a husky 
Afghan showed up, wearing his Cornell 
wrestling shirt, these doubts vanished. 

Swiftly we rolled across the Peshawar plain 
to Jamrud’s shiplike fort, showed our permits 
for threading the Khyber, and sped. smoothly 
up that famous pass, 

Since lust T saw the Khyber, gun stealers 
had become construction workers, and motor 
trucks had stolen the freight of many a drome- 
dary. Buctria, that ancient region (now 
mostly contained in northern Afghanistan) 
whith gave its name to the dowble-humped 
camel, had turned to Detroit for moving its 
cotton and karakul. 

Twice a week coravans shuttle up and down 
as they have for ages, bulky burdens swaying 
to the slow stride of beasts who fit this arid 
landscape as-no moter cen, But where roads 
exist, the camel's back is too weak, his shuffling 
feet too slow for a motorized world, 

Every day, trucks and buses follow the 
trail of conqueror and pilgrim, culture and 
art. Many of them are mete chassis, with 
packing-case drivers’ séats anil the windshields 
labeled “Afghanistan.” 

As we crossed the frontier, the Aighan affi- 
cial who was to stamp our passports satin a 
dusty garden, punctuating his dreams: with 
the burbling of his water pine. 

A balky carburetor had delaved our start, 
and November chill hovered in the shadow 
Of tall cliffs. 

In India ‘one hos two breakfasts, The “little 
breakfast” appears at your bedside while you 
are still asleep. Between small milk pitcher 
and bulging teapot stands a thimble of sugar. 
(loser, where even a fumbling band can find 
it, is the cup, and beside it a puny banana 
curves about too tiny bits of toast. 

This bumble repast gently opens the eve 
of day, smooths one's shave, and makes a 
cold shower. o heart-warming thing.

Back to Afghanistan 


Then follawed a visit to the Chief of Protocol, 
an amateur photographer of real talent, 
who helped me in my desire to.see as much as 
possible of Afghanistan. 

This was not simple. With suspicion rife 
and the police watching every move of foreign 
Visitors, with gusoline almost unobtainable, 
my return to Afphanistan was badly timed, 

When T learned my fate, it was better than 
T had hoped. 1 could go to Bamian and 
could traverse, in the opposite direction, the 
route we had followed from Kandahar to 
Kabul. With winter threatening the moun- 
tain passes and, incidentally, forming deep, 
painful cracks.in my heels, T had a cowardly 
fecling of relief that my original plan of cir- 
cling the land in infrequent mail trucks must 
be abandoned, 


Treasures of Post Unearthed at Bedram 


My first trip was to Begram, where M. and 
Mrie, R. Ghirshman were continuing the 
archeological work-of my dear fellow traveler 
in Central Asia, the late Joseph Hackin, 

On a high mound overlooking the meun- 
tain-circled valley in which the Ghorband 
and the Panjshir unite, the archeological site 
reninded te of the mound of Carchemish, 
where, in 1913, [ saw Woolley. and Lawrence 
uneatth huge blocks of basalt picturing Hit- 
tite priests and soldiery.* 

Although all Iraq and Jran lie between 
Carchemish and Begram, both lay cloer to the 
victorious route of Alexander the Great. 

Ten years ago, ancient Greek coins were 
commen tender in the bazaars of Balkh 
(Wazirabad). But that vast ruined city has 
not yet revedled such treasures as hae Beg- 
ram, Where Were found Indian ivories the 
like of which bas never been discovered in 
India itself. 

Tn the Kabul Museum [ photographed these 
delicate carvings under the direction of M. 
Hamelin (page 524). 

Working in a room whose bright Afghan 
costumes and rich embroideries were worn 
by women who hide their faces from the world, 
T looked through my camera at narrow-waisted 
Indian goddesses, round of breast, wide of hip, 
scanty of costume, and voluptuous of pose. 

In the same excavations were discovered 
ancient pilister medallions on which the 
straight-nosed, curly-haired portraits might 
have been those of Alexander's Macedonians. 
Alexander and the Greek rulers of Bactria also 
brought double-died coins of rare beauty to 
Gandhara, ancient district near Hadda ane 
Peshawar. 

Shortly before our arrival, the Ghirsh- 
mans had discovered a soft-gold bracelet,

bright as new, circled with square-cut rubies, 
behind each of which was mounted a shect 
of gold foil to add luster to the gems. 

Mme. Ghirshman also showed us her onpies 
of some Persian mosaics, made by a& metho 
ay logical that it is a wonder it 6 not more 
widely used. A special paper, similar to that 
ised for taking a-squeeze of inscriptions, wis 
beaten down onto the mosaic when damp, so 
that each cobe was clearly marked. Then, 
matching cube for cube, the original colors 
were copied in all their richness and charm. 

For me, this visit to Begram had a peculiar 
appeal, With the warm sun on my back and 


a jovial company about folding hincheon 


tables loaded with pilau and mast (Persian 
curded milk), I sat on one of the Expedition 
campstocls which had served us qn our 315- 
dav trek from Beirut to Peiping. 

Before sitting down, [I washed in one of 
the same basins which we had used until 
Mongolian cold turned all water to ice and 
made face-washing om lost art. 

Led by M. Ghirshman, 1 inspected the roval 
city where tie drainpipes 2,000 years old re- 
main unbroken, and stood in the military: 
camp—rectangular as those of the Romans— 
which eunmanded this valley route to India. 

Begram, the ancient Kapissa—yesterday an 
obscure earthen perch for legends by Ptolemy 
and the Chinese pilgrim and explorer, Hsiian 
Tsang—is now yielding evidence of wnsus- 
pected cultural relations, It was probably 
in Afhanistan father than in India that 
Buddha became the orntral figure in Buddhist 
art, and through Afghanistan Buddhism moved 
io China, Korea; and Japan.t 

In Afghanistan pilgrims from the East, de- 
serting the fabulous Silk Route to Rome, 
turned south in search of authentic texts and 
documents of their new-found faith, 

Roud Links Kussia and India 

The next day, in a bright new Studebaker 
sedan, I leit for an even more famous BKud- 
hist site—Bamian—at the crossing of the T 
where Silk Route and pilgrim route were 
joinexd. 

The road is the best in Afghanistan. Crea- 
tion of the late King Nadir Shah, this highway 
ctosses a break in the Hindu Kush, unites oft- 
senna ted Afghanistan, and, despite bad 
stretches at both ends, joins Russia and India. 

Having united Afghanistan’s. Turkomans, 
Usbeks, and Tadzhiks with the many-tribed

Beyond the rectilinear market town, Ran- 
dahar is building an attractive villa section, 
with each bungalow in a well-kept garden, 
The pattern of flower bed and irrigation ditch 
is Inid down simultaneously with the walls, 
and by the time the house dome is whitewashed 
or tinted, the front yard is abloom with 
chrysanthemums. 

Kandahar has the best Government hotel 
in Afghanistan, with a fine short-wave radio. 
My dinner was ending with a piled-high plate 
of juicy pomegranate when the music of a 
string quartet came softly in. Being the only 
guest, | ran the gamut of four wave bands, 
irving to see whether WRUL of some other 
short-wive voice was coming through from the 
Enited States.

Freedom-loving Afghans Fee! War's Impact 


Afghunistan prided itself on having a more 
complete coverage of war bulletins than any 
of its neighbors. And one night in the Soviet 
Embassy in Kabul I appreciated the variety 
of foreign impacts, for in “Vasilissa the 
Beautiful” I enjoyed a Russian fairy tale as 
unworldly and fantastic as anything seven 
dwaris ever cooked up around a wishing well. 

Long a Central Asian retreat of rugged in- 


dividualism, Afghanistan is now swept into 


the world orbit of short-wave radio, motion 
pictures, gasoline rationing, ard a shortage 
nt sea transport for karakul skins, 

Before [ left Kandahar T rode ot to the 
Arghandab River, where a new bridge wae re- 
placing one destroyed by floods, American 
Caterpillar Diesels were pumping water 
throweh the tiver-bed gravel and turning 
cement mixers in an effort to solve Afghani- 
stan’s problems arising from dusty sand and 
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hadhy mixed concrete, which is a major cause 
of bese 

Seven deep piers were being constructed 
of what seemed border ond more enduring 
cement than any T had noticed in this land of 
peeling porches and. crumbling bridges. I 
thought of the appeal by Kabir Ludin, Minis- 
ter of Public Works, for comportent engineers 
from America and of his own difficulties in 
buying American engiteering materials be- 
couse of priorities. 


“Come Over and Help Tis" 


Once the sicnbourd at the end of the Khyber 
read, "It is absolutely forbidden to eross this 
border into Afghan territory.” Now Afghan- 
istan, faced by economic problems as danger- 
ous as Amanullih's foil tilt against Aighan 
veils, cries; “Come over into Afghanistan and 
help us to build a land ond direct our 
thoughts." | | 

Maj. Gordon B. Enders made an informal 
visit 1o Afghanistan previous to the opening 
of the American Legation by the Honorable 
Comes Van HA. Engert, the American Min- 
ister, Mr. Engert was watinly welcomed, 
since he was the first American diplomatic 
officer to visit Kabul, in 1922. 

In 1943 the Honornuble Abdlol Hosayn Aziz 
urived in Washington to open the first 
Aighanistan Legation there. 

From the pleasant orchards and vinevards 
of Kandahar [ rolled down to the Indian rail- 
head at Chaman, At the frontier, an ultra- 
polite Afghan officer sat in a garden amid 
winter-withered chrysinthemums and stamped 
niy passport for leaving. 

He had something very definite to sav, but 
it took two of his assistants, my chauffeur, 
and a Kochi nomad from the bazaar to ex- 
press it.
